ON INTERNATIONAL RELATION

The Commission on International Relations 
of the National Association of Evangelicals 
is planning an International Crusade to con- 
tinue over a period of at least two years, 
covering many countries. The series opened 
in historic Park Street Church in Boston, on 
October 31, and will continue through Dec. 
9. Among the cities to be visited are Seattle, 
Portland (both Maine and Oregon), Spokane, 
Tacoma, Oakland, Fresno, San Diego, Denver, 
Minneapolis, Pittsburgh, Miami, St. Peters- 
burg, Chattanooga, Greenville, S. C., Washing- 
ton, D. C., Philadelphia, and Baltimore. 


The announced purpose is: 


1. To present Christ and His gospel as the 
only answer to Communism and other sub- 
versive idealogies, and the only hope of peace; 

2. To present a challenge for an immediate 
and greatly accelerated program of world 
evangelism, with all believing groups ‘made 
conscious of the need of cooperation and co- 
ordination in efforts to carry the gospel to 
all nations before the curtain drops in coun- 
tries now open; 

3. To inform America of the steps now be- 
ing taken through WORLD EVANGELICAL 
FELLOWSHIP and the many national groups 
which are uniting with it, to facilitate and 
protect the program of world evangelism. 

The first phase will be a series of city-w 
rallies in thirty-six cities across Ameri 
Lieut. General Sir Arthur Smith, of London, 
and Dr. Oswald J. Smith, pastor of the famed 
Peoples Church in Toronto, which is giving 
$225,000 annally to missions, will be co-speak- 
e 










General Smith is President of the newly 
formed WORLD EVANGELICAL FELLOW- 
SHIP. Before his recent retirement he was 
Chief of Staff of the British Army, India. He 
is one of Britain’s great heroes of World War 
I and II. In the first World War he was 
wounded three times, once so seriously that 
his recovery was considered doubtful. He has 
received 18 decorations, among them the cov- 
eted K.C.B., being knighted by King George 
for his bravery and outstanding service. He 
was in charge of King George’s Coronation 
Parade. During World War II, he was at vari- 
ous times in charge of the defense of London, 
G.O.C. in Egypt and Iran. 

General Smith is a devoted Christian of 
the Church of England. Now that he has been 
retired from active military service, he is de- 
voting most of his time to the various re- 
ligious and evangelical organizations in which 
he is interested. He is British President of the 
African Inland Mission. He formed the Church 
Society in London in 1950 for the purpose of 
maintaining the spiritual standards of his 
own denomination and cultivating friendly 
relations with other Protestant groups. He 
is president of the Crusaders’ Union, which 
is a federation of Bible classes for boys and 
has a membership of many thousands. He is 
active in the Officers’ Christian Union, of 
which Lt. Gen. Sir William G. S. Dobbie is 
the Chairman. 

He is Chairman of the World’s Evangel 
Alliance, formed in 1846 and now the pri 
pal collaborator with N.A.E. in forming World 
Evangelical Fellowship. He was elected Pres- 
ident of the World Evangelical Fellowship at 
its constitutional meeting in Woudschoten, 
Holland, in August, 1951. He ably presided 
over the exploratory international conference 















held in Hildenborough, England, in March, ~ 


1950, and in Boston, September, 1950, and was 
again chosen Chairman of Woudschoten Con- 
vention.

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A THREEFOLD DEDICATION 


This issue is dedicated to American Education Week, 
our men in the armed service, and some of our pioneer 
soldiers of the Church of God. American Education Week, 
November 11-16, is sponsored by the National Education 
Association, the American Legion, United States Office of 
Education, and National Congress of Parents and Teachers. 
These groups have the cooperation of lay and religious 
organizations. American Education Week was first ob- 
served in 1921. Conditions revealed by the draft of World 
War 1, which showed that about one-fourth of those called 
to serve their country were physically unfit, with an 
equal number illiterate, gave rise to the American Educa- 
tion Week. 

It is true that we have the privilege of living in a won- 
derful nation, a nation bearing the complimentary title 
“Christian America,” despite all of her faults, failures, and 
sins. In the light of the national sins, one is made to won- 
der, at times, if we are actually deserving enough to be 
called a “Christian nation.” Yet, let us consider several 
reasons for this much coveted title. 

First of all, the United States of America is called a 

hristian nation because it was pioneered by men and 
Pomc of faith in God. They were righteous men and 
women who left Europe under religious persecution and 
came to the bleak shores of our undeveloped nation so that 
they might live in harmony with God’s Word, which they 
loved better than their own lives. They not only wanted 
freedom to read the Bible, but to hear it preached. Again, 
they wanted to worship God without having the State 
dictate what and how they should worship; therefore, 
they came to this new world, pioneered and suffered un- 
told hardships in order that our nation might be estab- 
lished on these principles. Third, it is called a Christian 
nation because prayer gave birth to its Constitution. You 
will remember that the representatives struggled with the 
tremendous problem of formulating a constitution for a 
new type of government, with little success, until Benja- 
min Franklin suggested that they pray. The meeting was 
adjourned, and they devoted themselves to prayer for 
divine guidance. When they reconvened, they, through 
God’s help, gave to the United States the greatest Con- 
stitution ever drafted for any nation or country in the 
world. America is called a Christian nation also because 
it has, in many times past, experienced great spiritual 
awakenings. These awakenings came as a result of great 
angelistic campaigns during which the gospel was 
reached by great evangelists under the anointing of the 
Holy Spirit. Another thing that has characterized our 
nation as Christian America is the fact that it has en- 
couraged and supported the distribution of the Holy Bible 
and the propagation of the gospel through missions and 
missionary societies. Then, too, although it is estimated 
that there are more than twenty-six million children in 
the United States who do not attend Sunday School, it is 


se ov encouraging to know that Sunday School work, 
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through the thousands of churches throughout the United 
States, is accomplishing great good in the greatest phase 
of education—the educating of the soul. After all, the soul 
of education is the education of the soul. We are not only 
delighted with the wonderful success the Sunday Schools 
are realizing in developing our youth as Christian citi- 
zens, but also the Christian day schools that are growing 
by leaps and bounds throughout the nation, under the . 
wise direction of Protestantism. 


During this American Education Week, let us devote 
some time at least to earnest prayer that God will help 
us as Christian citizens of our nation, by not only giving 
us strength and courage to do what we know is our duty, 
but to broaden our visions so that we may see more and 
greater things to do in the great fields of Christian edu- 
cation. 

Sunday, November 11, is Armistice Day, the anniversary 
of the cessation of hostilities in World War I, November 
11, 1918. On this date the Armistice was signed between 
the allies and Germany. In London this anniversary is 
observed by two minutes’ silence in memory of the fallen, 
together with a special service at the Cenotaph in White- 
hall. The two minutes is generally observed throughout the 
British Empire. In the United States, November 11 is a 
legal holiday in twenty-three states, and is observed by 
others by the governor’s proclamation. 


It is regrettable that since the Armistice in 1918 there 
has been World War II, which had only been concluded for 
a few brief years, to find us again engaged in what may 
well be called World War III. My heart has been greatly 
touched by the pictures of and write-ups about the sons 
and daughters of members of our Evangel! family, which 
have been sent in to me during the last ten days. As I said 
in the beginning, a part of this issue is dedicated to our 
men in armed service. In running their pictures, informa- 
tion about them, and their addresses, I trust that the 
entire Evangel family will be moved to earnest prayer 
on their behalf, as well as for all men and women in 
service. Let us pray that by God’s grace and providence 
they will be returned home in health and that this ter- 
rible scourge of war will soon be brought to an end. The 
addresses will make it convenient for you to write to these 
soldiers who are sacrificing for us, and I trust that you 
will. 

One of the best ways we shall be able to celebrate this 
Armistice will be in dedicating much of our service time 
to earnest prayer that our heavenly Father will rebuke 
the demons of war and give to us a more durable Armis- 
tice as we look forward to and pray earnestly for the 
time when the Prince of Peace shall come. We know that 
He is coming for those who are His and seek the ways of 
peace. We also know that He will eventually give to this 
earth the glorious millennium of peace that will extend 
from shore to shore, from pole to pole, and from center 
to circumference. It is to this end that the soldiers for 
God and His church, to whom we also dedicate a part of 
this issue, have been working for vears. I am sure I ex- 
press the sentiment of every member of the Evangel fam- 
ily when I say that we give thanks unto God for our 
pioneers in the Church of God, and are happy to bestow 
upon them any recognition and honor that we can. These 
ministers are retired, and yet their love for God, His 
church and lost humanity is just as strong as ever. May 
God bless these soldiers of the cross and all of their fel- 
low retired ministers. 
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SOLDIERS OF GOD 
CHAPLAIN (MAJOR GENERAL) ROY 
H. PARKER, CHIEF OF CHAPLAINS 


The following article is submitted in 
connection with the 176th Anniversary 
of the United States Army Chaplaincy, 
29 July, 1951: 


Time has changed the methods of 
waging wars, but it has not changed 
the mission of the “soldiers of God,” 
who, for many generations, have min- 
istered to men in uniform. 

Their number is many who have left 
the quiet life of a parish and ex- 
changed the settled home life for the 
uncertain life of the men in uniform, 
who defend the liberties so dear to the 
hearts of all Americans. 

If Chaplain John Murray and Chap- 
lain John Martin, who were selected 
to serve with the brigade of Rhode 
Island troops, or Chaplain Samuel 
Langdon, then president of Harvard 
College, who served as chaplain of 
the entire Army in 1775, could have 
visited with the Army chaplains as 
they observed the 176th anniversary 
of the founding of the corps on 29 
July, 1951, they would hardly recog- 
nized their modern brothers in the 
status they have today. 

These early chaplains, normally 
ministering to troops from their own 
parishes and communities, served on 
a rotation basis and frequently with- 
out pay, since they were technically 
employed by the local parishes. They 
were called upon to perform any extra 
duties, and, within a brief period, it 
was found that the volunteer system 
and rotation plan were not practical. 

The Revolution, which began hav- 
ing a disordered system of volunteer 
preachers, closed with an organized 
system of brigade chaplains. A resolu- 
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tion adopted by the Continental Con- 
gress on 29 July, 1775, established the 
legal status of the chaplain with the 
Army when it provided the pay of 
the chaplain should be $20 per month 
—equal to that of a captain. 

In the long history of our Army the 
chaplains have been writing a record 
of which the churches and the com- 
munities from which they came may 
well be proud. These “soldiers of God” 
have given unstintingly of their 
strength, their wisdom, and their 
lives, in peace and in war, to bring 
God to men and men to God. The 
heritage established throughout the 
years is a noble one, a treasure asset 
for religious-minded America. It has 
exceeded even the fondest dreams the 
first chaplains might have had. 

The duties of the “soldiers of God” 
are not limited to conducting services, 
giving religious instruction, and coun- 
seling the perplexed, though the chap- 
lains are first and foremost clergy- 
men. However, their non-combatant 
status did not prevent their remain- 
ing behind with an aid station, later 
overrun by the enemy in Alaska, nor 
from going out into a mined grain 
field in North Africa to recover the 
body of a wounded soldier, nor from 
landing with the first group of gliders 
during the invasion of southern 
France. Their loyalty and devotion to 
duty in World War II is attested by 
the memory of the 163 chaplains who 
sealed their service by giving their 
lives, the 264 chaplains who were 
wounded, and the 2,400 decorations 
awarded 1,766 chaplains. 

When action in Korea began, the 
“soldiers of God” were not found 
wanting, and, in the ensuing months, 
the record of their daily duties has 
been one which merits “well done.” 
Their citations are indicative of their 
activities: “Noting the evacuation was 
disorganized, immediately assumed 
charge of the operation under intense 
enemy artillery and small arms fire... 
thereby saving the lives of numerous 


American soldiers.” “Without hesita- 
tion and total disregard for personal 
safety ...made his way into a mine 
field with no knowledge of its pattern; 
removed and administered last rites to 
three dead...”; “... voluntarily re- 
mained behind to give his wounded 
comrades spiritual comfort and aid. 
When last seen... still administering 
to the wounded.” “He remained in the 
area (to minister to the wounded) un- 
til wounded and ordered to leave by 
a superior officer.” 

In peace or in war, these “soldiers 
of God...serve Him faithfully” in 
serving their fellow men. In the words 
of the official chaplain’s march, 


Onward we go, 

Till victory is won for justice and 
right; 

The legions of light, 

The soldiers of God, march on! 





FAITH SEEN AS WEAPON ON 
KOREAN BATTLEFIELD

Front-line chaplains with the Army’s 
famed Second Infantry Division con- 
sider “foxhole religion” one of the besi 
military weapons in Korea. 

The durability of “born in battle” 
security can not be determined, but 
such faith has piayed an important 
part in the success of the American 
— Army, according to the chap- 
ains. 

“There is deep soul-searching 
among the fighting men at a time 
when the world hangs on the brink of 
global crises,” the chaplains said, 
“and in groping for security the sol- 
diers often find God.” 

Major (Chaplain) John E. Gannon, 
Tacoma, Washington (4907 101st St.) 
puts it this way: 

“The man in the foxhole is in nee 
—urgent need. Alone, and sometim 
helpless, his whole system cries ou 
with the conviction that there must 
be something, somewhere in the uni- 
verse to give him assistance. 

“A sense of security is more im- 
portant to the fighting man than se- 
curity itself,’ he said. “When men 
have it, apf feel more competent and 
less afraid to do their job.” 

Another chaplain, Major Lewis 
Sheen, New York City (140 East 52nd 
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St.), said, “Nearly every soldier over 
here realizes to a certain extent that 
Korea is a spiritual war—a conflict of 
ideologies such as we have never wit- 
nessed in our time. He is asking him- 

a self the basic questions of life as he 
reasons his way through the causes 
and effects of his participation in that 
conflict.” 

It is the consensus of the men who 
have been in a position to know chap- 
lains who have accompanied the in- 
fantrymen into action that the bitter 
Korean fighting had demanded more 

» | of the soldiers engaged than any pre- 
| vious conflict. 

They believe the difference has been 
made up in religion, that many sol- 
diers have augmented their basic 
weapons and ammunition with faith. 


HIGH ATTENDANCE AT CHAPEL 
SERVICES NOTED BY ARMY 
CHAPLAINS 
(Date released, Sept. 20, 1951) 
More than 12,682,000 persons attend- 
ed chapel services conducted for Army 
personnel during a twelve-month peri- 
od which ended last June 30, the De- 
partment of the Army announced to- 
day. A total of 234,113 services were 
held during the period, and the aver- 
age attendance at Sunday services was 
100, according to a report made by 
Major General Roy H. Parker, Army 
Chief of Chaplains. This was an in- 
crease over the previous year when 
the average was 86 in attendance at 

each service. 

“Chaplains have been intensifying 
instructional classes because of the 
> @ creasing number of children old 
enough to attend Sunday School on 
Military installations,” Chaplain Park- 
er noted in his report. “These Sunday 
School activities are included in the 
82,010 instructional classes at which 
there was an attendance of 1,108,600. 
In addition to these activities, chap- 
lains were also active in giving in- 
| structions for baptism, marriage, and 
church membership. A total of 111,800 
visits were also made to hospitals, dur- 
ing which spiritual ministrations were 

provided for the patients.” 

During the twelve months ending 
June 30, 1951, a total of 8,041 mar- 
riages were solemnized, 8,714 baptisms 
were performed, and 15,414 funerals 
and reburial services were conducted. 
A considerable portion of the chap- 
lain’s day is taken up with pastoral 
activities of which 1,430,000 were re- 
ported. Included in these are orien- 
tation talks, character guidance dis- 
cussions and individual counseling. 
“From the compilation of the chap- 
lains’ reports,’ Chaplain Parker as- 
serted, “it is evident that our chap- 
lains have a religious program to 
which military personnel are respond- 
] g in increasing numbers. The re- 

ponse speaks well for our soldiers, 
who more than ever are drawing upon 
——- resources for their daily 
uties.”

Our darling. son, Cpl. Euvern E. 
Sullivan, departed this life to be with 
Jesus, July 29, 1951, at the tender age 
of twenty-one.

His chaplain also 
wrote such a nice letter, saying Euvern 
had learned the secret of abundant 
living. But the best letter I received 
was written by a _ twenty-year-old 
Japanese orphan. He was the inter- 
preter at the air base. He said they 
had lost their great Christian hero. 
This Japanese boy is also a Christian 
and wanted Euvern to help him to 
come over here to attend Lee College. 
They both were planning to attend 
Lee Colle _. It seems that this boy 
was awfully broken up over Euvern’s 
death. Euvern was their mission lead- 
er and carried this boy to services 


each Sunday. He also said that Euvern 
always had trouble with the guards, 
but outtalked them in letting the Jap- 
anese boy in chapel, which was only 
for service men.

Chaplain (Captain) Frank L. White, 
who is serving with the 822d Engineer 
Aviation Battalion in Korea, has been 
awarded the Commendation Ribbon 
od outstanding and meritorious serv- 
ce. 

Major General Charles I. Carpen- 
ter, Chief of USAF Chaplairfs, upon 
learning of Chaplain White’s com- 
mendation, forwarded his personal 
congratulations: “The feeling of pride 
that must come to you ——— this 
award is also shared by myself per- 
sonally, as well as by all of our Air 
Force Chaplains.”

Lee College is a Church of God in- 
stitution owned and operated by the 
Church for the purpose of properly 
educating our youth and training 
ministers and Christian workers. We 
operate in three divisions—Religious 
Education, High School, and Junior 
College. 

From the beginning of the School, 
in the year 1918, it has sought to pro- 
vide for the educational needs of our 
ministry. To succeed in this endeavor 
it has been necessary to expand our 
borders and to offer new and higher 
courses of study. As the Church grows 
and further needs develop, the edu- 
cational demands of our people will 
continue to be met by this institution. 

QUALITY 

The administration and faculty are 
working together to make the school 
everything the Church of God would 
have it to be. We are doing every- 
thing within our limitations to lift 
the academic standards. We are even 
more interested in upholding the true 
doctrines of the Bible, for which the 
Church of God stands, and we are 
placing special emphasis on holiness, 
purity of life, and the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost. 

Our acceptance of the full-gospel 
truths, our consecration, and our 
manner of life make us a peculiar 
people. We are misunderstood by some, 
but our adherence to the doctrines of 
the Bible does not, in any way, dis- 
qualify our school in its pursuit of 
higher academic standards. 

FELLOWSHIP, PEACE, AND 
SPIRITUALITY 

We are enjoying wonderful fellow- 
ship on the campus. There is a peace 
existing among the faculty and stu- 
dent body that passes all understand- 
ing. The general spiritual life of the 
School is very good. The Lord meets 
with us in a very gracious way in the 
chapel services, from ten o’clock until 
eleven o’clock, four mornings each 
week. Several of the students have 
been saved, sanctified, and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. Many of our 
students are ministers. Some of them 
pastor churches; others preach in jails 
and various places; while some fill 
appointments in the several churches. 
Every week end our students report 
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preaching in four or five states. We 

also have groups of singers that go out 

and sing the gospel. 

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY TO OPEN 
NEXT FALL 

The time has come when the leaders 
of our Church feel that another for- 
ward step is due in our school. The 
question has been discussed by the 
Board of Directors and administra- 
tion. The Supreme Council has also 
freely discussed these matters and 
there seems to be a unanimous opin- 
ion that our next step should be a 
theological seminary. The Council and 
Board of Directors have recommended 
that such a school be set up as a part 
of Lee College, and the administration 
is now working to that end. The pros- 
pects are good that we shall be able 
to begin our seminary work next fall, 
at the beginning of the regular term 
of school. 

Requirements to enter the theolo- 
gical school will be two years of col- 
lege work. It will take three nine- 
month terms to complete the course. 
Those _ satisfactorily finishing the 
course will be given the Bachelor of 
Theology degree. 

It seems now that we shall have to 
limit our first class to about thirty 
students. If you have had two or more 
years of college work and would like 
to attend this school, I advise you to 
get in touch with us for further in- 
formation. 

RESPONSIBILITIES OF OUR EDU- 
CATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 

Schools are not self-supporting in- 
stitutions. They must have financial 
backing from some source. Many 
schools have heavy endowments, and 
all of them that make success have 
some kind of financial support. Our 
school has suffered because of a lack 
of financial assistance. The last few 
years the Church has donated large 
sums to our educational program, but 
most of it has gone into real estate. 

It has been necessary to raise the 
tuition in order that Lee College might 
meet its financial needs. I think (and 
I believe the majority of our Church 
leaders think the same) that we 
should cut the student expense of at- 
tending Lee College to a minimum,

The purpose of American Education 
Week is to call the attention of the 

ublic once each year to the vital role 

f education in the life of our demo- 
cracy. America’s faith in education is 
well-founded. Our public schools, to- 
gether with religious institutions of 
learning, help to preserve our heri- 
tage of freedom, build national unity, 
and develop the human resources on 
which our strength and greatness de- 
pend. If they are to continue to serve 
our country effectively, now and in 
the years ahead, they must be 
equipped in terms of their huge re- 
sponsibilities. It is imperative, there- 
fore, that every American, and espe- 
cially Christian Americans, analyze 
the teaching qualities of the home, the 
church, and the public schools. 

Our ancestors, in their urgent de- 
sire for freedom of worship, self- 
government, and educational oppor- 
unity, fixed the principles in the base 
pon which they raised the structure 
of government we now enjoy. They 
first expressed these ideas in writing 
in the Mayflower Compact, in 1620. 
Then, after more than 100 years of 
developmnt through living according 
to their ideals, these people wrote the 
Bill of Rights, to add strength to the 
Constitution structure, and their mor- 
al and spiritual feeling was expressed 
in a guarantee for freedom of religion. 

Late figures show that we, as a peo- 
ple, continue to value our freedom. We 
have more than 253,765 churches in 
the United States, with a membership 
of nearly 75,000,000, which indicates an 
abiding desire for a moral and spirit- 
ual sustenance. We believe that every- 
one should enjoy this freedom of seek- 
ing satisfaction for moral and spir- 
itual needs, for through this freedom 
we have gained and prospered.

erhaps there has never been a time 
when America, and especially Chris- 
tian America, should be as concerned 
about the well-being of our Nation as 
today. Mr. Erle Cocke, Jr., National 
Commander of the American Legion, 
says, “Freedom is an eternal goal 
which has united men throughout the 
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ages. Today freedom has been lost in 
many countries, and the survival of 
the other free nations everywhere is 
challenged by a slave world. Our free 
nation is holding fast to the ideals of 
freedom for which our forefathers 
sacrificed their lives and fortunes.” 
Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the 
F.B.I., says, “The Nation’s schools are 
integral parts of the arsenal of de- 
mocracy ... The concepts of justice, 
freedom, and fair play are the sinews 
of the American educational system.” 
Hon. Tom C. Clark, Supreme Court 
Justice, says, “Schools are essential 
to the survival of the rights and priv- 
ileges of free men.” The Reverend 
David Lefkowitz, Jr., National Chap- 
lain of the American Legion, says, “If 
we and our children are to survive the 
diabolical threat of the Communist 
ideology, we must possess an equally 
dynamic ideal. The Communists have 
their weapons of war; to stop them, 
we must have ours. But our weapons 
cannot prevail unless, in the hearts of 
those who use them, there is a deep 
and an unfaltering faith in God. 
Lincoln stated that without the as- 
sistance of that Divine Being who 
ever attended him, he could not suc- 
ceed; but, with that assistance, he 
could not fail. In these fateful hours, 
we can have no sounder guide than 
this!”

WE NEED TO KNOW WHAT 
EDUCATION IS 

Henry W. Beecher said, “Education 
is the knowledge of how to use the 
whole of one’s self. Many men use 
one or two faculties out of the score 
with which they are endowed. A man 
is educated who knows how to make a 
tool of every faculty, how to open it, 
how to keep it sharp, and how to 
apply it to all practical purposes.” Ed- 
ucation is a lifelong process. It has 
been well said that “education matri- 
culates men at the cradle and grad- 
uates them at the grave.” 

TOO MUCH OF OUR EDUCATION 

DEFEATS THE PURPOSE 

Dr. James H. Leuba, of Bryn-Marr 
College, in his book “Belief in God and 
Immortality,” reports the results of a 
widespread questionnaire which he 
sent to hundreds of professors and 
students. His statistics show that forty 
to fifty per cent of the students on 
graduation reject the idea of God. If 
we are to be properly educated, we 
must have Christian education. It has 
been said, “Education is not the teach- 
ing of one how to make a living, but 
rather it is teaching him how to live.” 
For this and other reasons it must be 
God-centered. If it is to be God-cen- 
tered, it must have as its guide the 
Bible. The Bible relates facts to life. 
To untold millions the Bible has come 
to be the one Book which, above all 
others, conveys to its readers the com- 
fort, assurance, and stimulus for which 
humanity so desperately longs. It is the 
beacon light in the darkness of human 
experience which guides the weary and 
disconsolate traveler to the goal of his 
heart’s desire and points the way to 
salvation. 

Salvation is the imputed righteous- 
ness of God. Salvation is not human

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Religious Illiteracy

Text: 1 Cor. 15:34 “For some have 
not the knowledge of God: I speak 
this to your shame.” 

Williams’ Translation. “For some oi 
you—to your shame I say so—are 
without any true knowledge of God.” 

This is certainly a startling text, 
and a serious charge against profess- 
ing Christians. If we were faced with 
such a revelation as this, and it were 
true in regard to the position we held, 
or our manner of conducting business, 
no doubt we should soon find ourselves 
looking for a new job. Dare we be any 
less concerned that such a charge is 
made against us in this business of 
Christian living? 

This is an age of exactitude. The 
farmer must know farming if he 
makes a success of his farm. Special- 
ized training is offered for certain 
jobs. Technica] schools function for 
the express purpose of training men 
in special fields. To qualify in his 
studies, the student must make cer- 
tain grades. He must spend a certain 
amount of time in the classroom, in 
research work, and must have a cer- 
tain knowledge of the course he is 
studying. No guesswork, maybe so, or 
hope so, is allowed. He must know. 
If such exactitude is demanded in the 
material things of the world, LET US 
BE NOT ONE WHIT BEHIND IN 
THINGS PERTAINING TO THE 
KINGDOM. 

It is evident, from statements in 
the Bible, that some are illiterate con- 
cerning religious matters. Paul points 
out such a shortcoming in his writ- 
ing to the Corinthians (8:6, 7), “For 
to us there is but one God, the Father, 
of whom are all things, and we in him; 
and one Lord Jesus Christ, by whom 
are all things, and we by him. How- 
beit there is not in every man that 
knowledge.” I wish to call your at- 
tention to some areas in which illiter- 
acy exists. There is, first of all, a 
superficial knowledge of the Word of 
God. An unschooled, half-learned, un- 
scholarly, and unacquainted attitude 
toward .the living Word of. God is 
dreadfully shocking in this age when 
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Bibles may be had at any bookstore, 
when it is taught in public and 
preached over radios. However, many 
professed Christians cannot tell how 
many books are in the Bible, or if 
Elijah is a book in the Bible, a proph- 
et, or a king. Many are like the col- 
lege student who thought epistles 
were apostles’ wives. Such illiteracy 
should shame us into a deeper study of 
God’s Word and a desire to teach 
others about this blessed revelation of 
God to man. 

There is also illiteracy in regard to 
God’s plan of salvation for man. Paul, 
in his great prayer for the believers, 
in Ephesians 1:16-23, prayed that we 
might have the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of Him, 
and that our understanding might be 
opened to understand the greatness of 
His power to us-ward. Let us cry to 
God that we might know Him, and be 
filled with such understanding. We 
should be ready at any time, to give to 
any man that asks, the reason of the 
hope of salvation. It is not enough to 
say, “I feel it,” or, “I know it,” but let 
us give them Biblical reasons out of 
God’s unfailing Word. Hosea recog- 
nized the symptoms of religious illit- 
eracy in the land in his day, and de- 
clared that the Lord had a contro- 
versy with the inhabitants of the land 
because “there is no truth, nor mercy, 
nor KNOWLEDGE of God in the land,” 
Hosea 4:1. 

One great cause of backsliding is 
ignorance of the Word of God. Many 
lives are powerless because they are 
untutored in the wondrous school of 
God. The devil gets his iron grip on 
souls and drags them relentlessly to 
destruction because people do not 
know the liberating power of the 
Word. Many Christians are entangled 
and ensnared because they have never 
taken time to learn the Word of God. 
Hosea 6:4 declares, “My people are 
destroyed for the lack of knowledge: 
because thou hast rejected knowledge, 
I will also reject thee.” Christ de- 
feated the devil with the Word; there- 
fore, learn the Word and overcome 
the forces of hell by the Word. “Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by 
every word of God,” Luke 4:4. The

In the fall of 
1938, he was appointed as pastor of the church 
at Lake Worth, Fla., where he served for two 
years. He also pastored at Manatee, Fla., for 
three years; Sulphur Springs, Fla., for two 
years; and at East Chattanooga, Tenn., for 
five years. He served the Church as a mem- 
ber of the Orphanage Board for five years, 
and at present is a member of the Board 
of Directors of Lee College. He is now the 
state overseer of Pennsylvania. 








Word is the source of our faith, and 
how can we have faith without a 
knowledge of the Word? 

GOD’S GREAT PLAN IS THAT WE 
SHOULD BE EDUCATED IN REGARD 
TO RELIGIOUS THINGS. Paul so 
stated in one of his prayers recorded 
in Col. 1:9, “For this cause we also, 
since the day we heard it, do not 
cease to pray for you, and to desire 
that ye might be filled with the 
knowledge of his will in all wisdom 
and spiritual understanding.” One of 
the virtues of which Peter admon 
ishes us to be sure and add to our 
Christian life is that of KNOWLEDGE. 
Along with the other virtues we must 
add, Peter concludes, “For if these 
things be in you, and abound, they 
make you that ye shall neither be 
barren nor unfruitful IN THE 
KNOWLEDGE OF OUR LORD JESUS 
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CHRIST,” 2 Peter 1:8. To enforce the 
idea that God wants us to be educated 
in religious things, the apostle Peter 
also gives this advice, “But grow in 
@ grace and in the KNOWLEDGE of 

our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ,” 
2 Peter 3:18. 

That we, in America, have not fol- 
lowed God’s religiously educational 
program is evident by the tide of de- 
linquency, both adult and juvenile, 
* ( ith which we are confronted. Young 

folk and children know more about 
/ movie stars than a Saviour, and more 
about the dance than the danger of 
i hellfire. Licentious lives of the lib- 
/ ertines are glorified on screen, radio, 
and the newspaper, and held forth to 
be the ideal for all. THERE IS A 
GREAT RESPONSIBILITY UPON 
PARENTS AND CHRISTIANS TO 
COUNTERACT SUCH GODLESS 
PROPAGANDA. That such a responsi- 
bility is yours and mine is clearly 
published in the book of Deuteronomy, 
6:6, 7, “And these words which I com- 
mand thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart. And thou shalt teach them 
diligently to thy children, and thou 
H shalt talk of them when thou sittest 
in thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, and when thou liest down, 





nd when thou riseth up.” TEACH 
HEM reverence for God’s house. Such 
teaching is done not only by word, but 
by example and precept, of the older 
folk. TEACH THEM reverence for the 
Bible. Impress upon the minds of the 
children (young and old) that when 
the Bible is read, it is GOD’S MES- 
SAGE to man, and it is God speak- 
ing to mankind through the Bible. 
When God speaks, all attendance 
should be given. While it is being read, 
proper respect should be shown by re- 
refraining from speaking, or walk- 
ing about. I have too often witnessed 
older folk whispering to one another 
while the Bible was being read, or 
using that time as an opportunity to 
rise and walk out of the auditorium. 
Can such an example teach others 
that the Bible is sacred? that it is the 
inspired Word of the Lord? or that it 
is really God speaking to man? If we 
fail to properly teach others in our 
~ Qriciors duty towards the Bible, is 
t any wonder that the devil’s crowd 

is shouting aloud that the Word is of 
no more value than any other book? 
or that the Holy Writ is no more than 
holy writings of other world religions? 
God help us to realize more acutely 
than ever the value of a sound pro- 
gram of educating our families and 
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churches in this vital business of re- 
ligion. 

Perhaps the proper question that 
should be asked now is, what shall 
we do about our religious illiteracy? 
Nothing is gained by a refusal to face 
facts fairly. Having recognized that 
a great deal of religious illiteracy ex- 
ists, the only proper thing to do is to 
earnestly seek knowledge. Prov. 2:2-6, 
“So that thou incline thine ear unto 
wisdom, and apply thine heart to un- 
derstanding; yea, if thou criest after 
knowledge, and liftest up thy voice for 
understanding; if thou seekest her as 
silver, and searchest for her as for 
hid treasures; then shalt thou under- 
stand the fear of the Lord, and find 
the knowledge of God. FOR THE 
LORD GIVETH WISDOM: OUT OF 
HIS MOUTH COMETH KNOWLEDGE 
AND UNDERSTANDING.” 

Go to the right source to obtain 
knowledge. You do not go to the doc- 
tor to learn dramatics. You do not go 
to the beautician to learn Botany, to 
the electrictian to learn elocution, nor 
to the musician to learn mathematics. 
You go to teachers who are masters in 
their field of instruction. LET US GO 
TO THE FOUNTAINHEAD OF ALL 
WISDOM TO LEARN AND RECEIVE 
INSTRUCTION. James 1:5, 6, “If any 
man lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
that giveth to all men liberally, and 
upbraideth not; AND IT SHALL BE 
GIVEN HIM. But let him ask in faith 
nothing wavering. For he that waver- 
eth is like a wave of the sea driven 
with the wind and tossed.” Hear God’s 
word as to His attitude about edu- 
cation in things pertaining to religion. 
Hosea 6:6, “For I desired mercy and 
not sacrifice: and the KNOWLEDGE 
OF GOD more than burnt offerings.” 


Let us seek God’s face. Let us burn 
the midnight oil, if necessary, so that 
it will never be said of us that we have 
not the knowledge of God. It is God’s 
will that we silence the mouth of the 
gainsayer by the Word of God. There- 
fore, know the Word. It is our weapon 
of warfare, and to successfully fight 
the enemy of our soul we must know 
our arms. The soldier must have a 
thorough knowledge of the arms that 
he handles in time of war. He must 
know how to assemble his rifle or the 
machine gun in the dark. He must 
know every part intimately, and know 
by touch where each part fits. He 
must know how to use it. The blessed 
Book of God is our arms, with which 
we fight the devil and all his hordes of 
hell. Let us know it so perfectly that 


in the darkness of the night or the 
heat of the battle we can use it most 
effectively against the enemy of all 
righteousness. 

It would appear to me that in this 
day of religious illiteracy we should 
do well to hearken back to the atti- 
tude of our founding fathers in re- 
gard to education. In those early days 
of our country, the “reformers every- 
where had insisted upon the necessity 
of the Gospels as a means to personal 
salvation. This meant . . . that each 
child, girls as well as boys, should be 
taught to read so that they might 
become acquainted with the com- 
mandments of God and learn what 
was demanded of them.” This was 
one of the primary reasons for public 
schools in those early days. The Col- 
onial legislature of Massachusetts, in 
1647, in enacting the famous law set- 
ting up a public school system, pointed 
out in their preamble why education 
was necessary, “one chief point of 
that old deluder, Satan is to keep men 
from a knowledge of the Scriptures.” 
So, learning was in danger of being 
buried with the fathers, and such a 
danger should be met by educating 
men in the Scriptures and the liter- 
ary works of that day. 

May God give us a vision of the 
great task of teaching men and wom- 
en, and our boys and girls in the 
wondrous truths of our Lord. May 
this vision ever be ours in the pulpit, 
in the Sunday School classrooms, in 
our homes, and wherever the oppor- 
tunity is presented, to dispel ignorance 
of the Scriptures and to proclaim lib- 
erty that is guaranteed by the knowl- 
edge of the Word, for “ye shall know 
the truth, and the TRUTH SHALL 
MAKE YOU FREE.”

INTERNATIONAL PREPARATORY 
INSTITUTE 
By Vessie Hargrave, President 

The International Preparatory In- 
stitute is now in its fifth year, and 
judging by the spiritual atmosphere 
that prevails in the chapel, classes, 
and upon the campus, we are going to 
have the greatest term in the history 
of this school. In 1947, it was not 
thought that the School would attain 
its present proportions so soon. For- 
mer students of this institutiion are 
now serving in nine countries. Their 
work is effective, and in some cases 
they are alréady accepting leading 
places in our Latin American field. 
They have been taught that they 
should not depend on work that is 
already established, but should go in- 
to new fields and labor for the Church 
of God. In several instances they have 
done that very thing. 

The School personnel have to their 
credit 971 sermons preached, 452 souls 
saved, 93 sanctified, and 51 baptized 
with the Holy Ghost during the past 
summer. Also, our students con- 
ducted 29 Daily Vacation Bible Schools 
and held 61 revivals. Former students 
of the School are serving in the fol- 
lowing capacities: director for the 
youth work in the six Central Amer- 
ican countries and Mexico, director 
of the youth work and Sunday Schools 
in northwestern Mexico, four are un- 
der assignment as missionaries, eight 
are teaching in Bible schools, and 
several are actively engaged as pas- 
tors and evangelists. The above sub- 
stantiates the highest objective of 
this school, which is to prepare mis- 
sionaries, teachers, and, in general, 
church workers, for the Latin Ameri- 
can area. Students and faculty mem- 
bers, while at the School, are not in- 
active in the promotion of the Lord’s 
work. Due to the efforts of the stu- 
dents and their teachers, five Spanish 
churches have been organized in and 
around San Antonio, with several Sun- 
day Schools operating in other sec- 
tions of the city. Those students who 
are not helping in the Spanish 
Churches are actively engaged in the 
promotion of the English work. Only 
the future can reveal the good ac- 
complished here in your missionary 
training center.

The School has enrolled students 
from 19 countries and territories, and 
presently 13 countries are represented. 
The enrollment now stands at 72. 

The Senior Class of this year will 
be the largest in the history of the 
School, with a possibility of 18 for 
graduation. The faculty has worked 
harmoniously, even though our fac- 
ulty meetings have to be conducted 
in both English and Spanish, since 
some of our teachers do not speak 
English and some do not speak Span- 
ish. All of our regular teachers have 
academic degrees, or the equivalent 
in actual teaching experience. They 
have obtained their training in lead- 
ing institutions of the United States 
and Mexico. 

HOW DOES THIS SCHOOL OPER- 
ATE? The missions Department of 
the Church of God contributes an 
amount annually to help support the 
School. All students from the United 
States are required to pay a very reas- 
onable amount for their schooling and 
room and board, whereas foreign stu- 
dents are recommended by our breth- 
ren on the field and accepted by the 
School according to the merits of the 
individual case and the availability of 
space. These latter pay what they can, 
or, in many cases, nothing at all, but 
they sign an agreement that upon 
graduation they will either work in 
the interest of the Church of God or 
assume the obligation or repaying the 
School that which was expended in 
their interest. Several state overseers, 
ministers, and laymen, interested in 
the progress of our Latin American 
missions, are supporting various stu- 
dents here in the School. That makes 
it possible for us to accept more stu- 
dents, since it is a limited amount 
that can be given gy the Missions De- 
partment, due to our ever-expanding 
missions program. 

WHAT IS OUR GOAL? Ultimately, 
we hope that every country in the 
Latin American area will be able to 
receive the glorious message of the 
full gospel as preached by the Church 
of God, through the efforts of these 
our graduates who have a burning 


desire to return to their own country, 
or some foreign field and give ‘nei ® 


lives as a living ‘sacrifice for the 
Church that they love with all their 
heart. Their vision is great. Their 
possibilities are just as great. In fact, 
many of our foreign students will be 
able to do a much greater work than 
an Anglo-American could do in the 
Latin American area. Here at the 
I.P.I. the faculty believes in these stu- 
dents. We see that our mission op- 
portunities are great today and 
through the efforts of these students 
we plan to enter every door in just 
as short a time as possible. 

It is planned by the management 
to offer, eventually, French and Por- 
tuguese in the School in order to pre- 
pare personnel for the evangelization 
of those peoples in the Latin Amefican 
field who speak these languages. 

WHAT IS THE STANDING OF TH 
SCHOOL? Considering the short time 
the School has existed, its reputation 
is beyond our expectation. We receive 
calls from people of other denomina- 
tions who are interested in our meth- 
od of approach. This is one of the 
first schools to offer all subjects in 
its curriculum in both English and 
Spanish. We have applications from 
students from other denominations 
who would like to come to our school, 
but to date our acceptance of such 
students has been small, not because 
we should not like to have them here, 
but because the demand from our own 
people has been so great, we feel that 
we should serve them first. 


The Institute has a wide variety of 
subjects which are designed to pre- 
pare in an efficient manner a minister 
or missionary for his calling. A com- 
plete study of the Bible and related 
subjects is stressed. Our emphasis h 
not been academic recognition; how 
ever, our faculty and the work that is 
being done will compare favorably 
with any school of this nature. Mis- 
sionary preparation is the principal 
objective of the School, and every ef- 
fort possible is being put forth to

.) Many articles have been written 


in which the women’s sphere is em- 
phasized. We know women occupy a 
place of supreme influence in the 
work of the church, home, and na- 
tion. We think of some of the great 
women of the Bible who have inspired 
us to greater things in life, whom we 
wish to emulate: Mary, the mother of 
our Lord, chosen of God; Miriam, the 
ambitious woman; Deborah, the patri- 
otic; Ruth, the woman of constancy; 
Hannah, the ideal mother; Esther, 
the self-sacrificing woman; Elizabeth, 
the humble woman; Dorcas, the ben- 
evolent seamstress; Lydia, the busi- 
nesswoman. 

Then we think of the vibrant lives 
of exceptional women who have made 
world history: Florence Nightingale, a 
nurse spoken of as angel of light, or 

inistering angel; Frances E. Willard, 
teacher, who fought against drink, 
helped the women to vote their hus- 
bands out of the mire, sweat shops, 
and gutters, whose slogan was: “For 
God, home, and native land”; Jane 
Adams, graduate of Rockford Semi- 
nary for Women, who dedicated her 
life to soothing the afflicted, healing 
the sick, bringing children off the 
streets for teaching, food and cloth- 
ing; Susan B. Anthony demanded 
higher education for women, and 
Vassar opened its doors in 1865 with 
a curriculum equal to that of best col- 
leges for men; Martha Berry, founder 
of the Berry Schools for underpriv- 
ileged only; John Wesley’s mother, 
Susanna, taught her own children. All 
of these are inspirational. 

Let us now relate the services of our 
own women today. The position held 
by them in the Sunday Schools and 
heir leadership in the department 

f religious education constitute a 
large majority. Their place as teach- 
ers in public schools and other school 
administration give them a wider 
sphere of influence. We are reminded 
of the women in this, our own church, 
who share so great a responsibility in 
the education of our children. Many 


e @ who perhaps do not have so great an 
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education have seen the need and 
looked into the future, working so 
faithfully with their children day 
after day, keeping them in school and 
encouraging them to go on, many on 
meager support. Some women take in 
washings (ex-President Hoover said 
his mother took in washings so he 
could obtain an education), ironings, 
and do many other things to keep 
their children in clothes presentable 
to the public. Not only have they en- 
couraged their children, but their hus- 
bands as well, sacrificing many times 
a more comfortable place to live, or 
nicer clothes, so their husbands could 
obtain a better education which would 
enable them to secure better positions 
or to present the gospel in a more 
forceful and intelligent manner so as 
to reach more people for God and His 
church, to face the many problems 
and obstacles of life. 

We realize it has been only a few 
years that women have had much 
recognition, nevertheless they have 
proved their right. Isn’t it the women 
who are in the majority in our 
churches? They are the backbone of 
most churches, physicaly, spiritually, 
and financially. They prod their hus- 
bands into attending services; they 
carry on most of the activities; they

set up the family altar, get the family 
off to Sunday School and the chil- 
dren off to public schools. Women 
have and always will play a very im- 
portant part in the spread of the gos- 
pel. It was the women who were last 
at the cross, first at the tomb, first to 
proclaim the resurrection, first to 
preach to the Jews, attended the first 
prayer meeting, and a woman was the 
first European convert. 

Having reviewed all of these, let us 
thank God for the women. Let our 
church rejoice that we have such a 
loyal band of ladies who are saved, 
sanctified, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost, who are willing to pray, work, 
teach, and deny themselves for the 
church, home, and nation. The Lord is 
with us. Let us look to Him for further 
guidance.

He 
has written of many miraculous escapes from 
death. Of one battle he wrote: “Mother, the 
other morning just before dawn we heard 
bugles blowing and whistles as the enemy 
charged a hill we had captured the day be- 
fore, and before we knew it they were s0 
close upon us until we could count the but- 
tons on their jackets. After the battle was 
over we counted 139 dead, besides the ones 
wounded and captured. But our company 
never lost a man. Mother, it’s enough to make 
@ man age twenty-five years an hour in a 
foxhole with bullets whizzing by and shells 
bursting all around.” He also wrote that 
luck just doesn’t work over there, that it 
has to be God that takes care of a person 
He said he had seen God do wonder‘ul things 
in the States, but nothing to compare with 
what he had experienced in Korea. Please 
pray for our boy.—Mr. and Mrs. L. R. Jernigan

regulations, but divine reconciliation 
—being delivered from the penalty of 
a broken law that was brought about 
by Adam and Eve in the Garden of 
Eden when Eve stopped to listen to the 
serpent’s questions of divine revela- 
tion, the forerunner of all infidels’ 
questions raised by those who have 
faithfully served the serpent’s cause 
in the world.

RECOMMENDATION FOR THE 
SILVER STAR MEDAL 


Case of Hosp. Cps. 3/c George C. Lemons, 
229-19-60, U. S. Navy Summary of Action 
“On the-3lst of August, 1951, while corpsman 

with a rifle company in action against the 

enemy in Korea, Hosp. Cps. 3/c Lemons dis- 
tinguished himself by his outstanding dis- 
play of courage and heroism. 

“The company was in the attack in dense 
undergrowth when the assault platoon to 
which Hosp. Cps. 3/c Lemons was attached, 
was suddenly hit by heavy flank. The first 
few bursts of fire killed two men, including 
the platoon leader, and wounded four others. 
In the quick reorganization that followed, the 
four wounded men were found to be some 
ten yards in front of the foremost unit. The 
company’s advance was held up for thirty 
minutes, awaiting an artillery preparation, 
when Hosp. Cps. 3/c Lemons voluntarily left 
the safety of his covered position, and, work- 
ing his way forward, reached the wounded 
men. Although greatly handicapped by the 
grazing fire, he was working on one of the 
most serious when the man was hit again by 
several small arms round, and killed. Not hesi- 
tating because of his narrow escape, Hosp. Cps. 
3/c Lemons worked his way to the other 
three men, and, after giving them aid, as- 
sisted them back to the safety of friendly 
units. His coolness under fire and his coura- 
geous and heroic action were an inspiration 
to all who observed him, and were in keep- 
ing with the highest tradition of United 
States naval service.”
